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Scientist brings fatai 
chemicals into court 

By Matthew Stanton 

A COURTROOM was left stunned 
when an explosives expert pulled 
plastic tubs containing bomb-making 
chemicals from her handbag. 

The female US scientist - only 
known as Witness C for National 
Security issues - showed small vials 
with the three substances that ignited 
when mixed by MoD scientist, Terry 
Jupp. 

Mr Jupp, of Hatfield, 

Hertfordshire, died six days later H 
after suffering 80 per cent burns 
when a ‘fireball’ engulfed him on 
August 14, 2002. 

The substances, which have only 
be referred to as substance A, B and 
C, which were in unmixed form in 
the courthouse, were being used in 
trials by a US-UK team to replicate 
homemade bombs used by terrorists 
at the Shoebury MOD site. 

During a summary on Friday at 
Southend Courthouse, coroner Dr 
Peter Dean, said: “We will certainly 
remember her production of vials of 
chemicals from her handbag. 

“It caused a rather rapid reaction 
from much of the court.” 

The coroner claimed Witness C 
wanted to ‘express her confidence’ 
in the safety of the chemicals, how¬ 
ever, the incident happened when the 
court was closed to press and public. 

Mr Jupp was working as a Defence 
Science and Technology Laboratory 
scientist, which was trailing sub¬ 
stances for two weeks at Newlands

DARING divers 
braved swimming with 
some of the oeean’s 
most dangerous preda¬ 
tors at a loeal attrac¬ 
tion last weekend. 

The six-strong team 
from the Scuba Ducks 
Diving Centre swam in 
the company of Black 
Tip Reef sharks at Sea- 
Life Adventure, in 
Southend, in order to 
give the tropical shark 
tank a summer clean. 

Sea-Life Adventure 
Curator David Knapp 
explained: “We needed 
to put divers in the 
shark tank to clean the 
corals and rocks of 
accumulated algae. 

“Although we have 
quite a few algae eat¬ 
ing fish in the tank, 
their mouths are only 
effective at removing 
the longer filaments of 
algae as it grows. 

“Scrubbing under¬ 
water is surprisingly 
hard as there is a lot 
more resistance and 
some of the corals are 
very delicately placed 
and could easily snap 
off if not correctly sup¬ 
ported.” 

The diver’s tools of 
choice included dish 
brushes, toothbrushes 
and dishcloths. 

Their movement 
across the bottom of 
the tank also helped to 
turn the gravel over 
and dislodge fish 
waste so it could be 
removed from the tank 
by filters.

War items at auction

NEVER seen before war 
memorabilia including secret 
photographs of Luftwaffe 
attacks on Britain will go 
under the hammer in Rayleigh. 

Stacy’s Auctioneers, in 
Webster’s Way, will auction 
aerial photographs taken by 
German pilots of important 
British sites and possible land¬ 
ing sites for ‘Operation Sea 
Lion’ - the planned invasion of 
the country - on Monday. 

More than 50 photographs 
including images of West India 
Docks, Silvertown, the Ford 
Works, Tilbury Docks and the 
River Thames form part of the 


collection. 

Consultant David Empson 
said; “They are the finest set 
of photographs of their type I 
have encountered 

“They really do bring those 
dark days of 1940 into sharp 
focus when you can actually 
see people’s homes being 
bombed from a German 
view”. 

Historians attending the sale 
can also bid for medals handed 
to Battle of Britain pilots - 
known as ‘The Few’ - includ¬ 
ing those handed to Polish 
pilot, Jan Budzinski. 

Budzinski, who served as 
Blue 2 in B Flight of 605 
Squadron flying Hurricanes, 


scored 2.5 credited kills during 
the battle including an ME 109 
over Gravesend on September 
11, 1940, and a MEllO over 
Redill on September 27, 1940. 

His logbook, personal photo¬ 
graph album, together with his 
medals with the original Battle 
of Britain bar and Polish Cross 
of Valour medal for his brav¬ 
ery will be sold off 

Albums belonging to Jan 
Rogowski, who was an origi¬ 
nal member of the 303 Polish 
Squadron, and flight sergeant 
Peter Else, a Spitfire Pilot in 
610 Squadron, will form 
another lot at the auction.

Nice weather for ducks 


LIZ WADE and her two boys brave the rain on 
their visit to Clockhouse Gardens and Langton 
Gardens in Havering 



( DEFINITELY spoke too 
soon when a few 
weeks ago, I declared 
it was the driest and 
warmest summer I’d 
known for years. 

Whatever happened? 
Since then, we have 
been dodging rain clouds 
across Essex, Kent and 
London in search of 
some places to go. 

Checking the forecast 
last week, we were met 
with the usual gloomy 
cloud but, as the sky 
didn’t look too threaten¬ 
ing, we decided to head 
off to visit two gardens in 
Havering. 

I decided to do them as 
a joint feature because 
they are only small gar¬ 
dens, but are not too far 
from each other - just a 
town away - so you can 
visit both and enjoy a 
nice afternoon out. 

Our first destination 
was Clockhouse 
Gardens in Upminster, 
which is the last remain¬ 
ing piece of a once great 
house and its estate. 

We managed to reach 
the car park in time to 
beat the rain cloud, and 
armed ourselves with a 
loaf of bread. 

I grew up nearby so 
knew there would be 
plenty of hungry ducks to 
feed at the park and we 


weren’t disappointed. 

There was a large 
group of them already 
dotted around another 
family, eagerly gobbling 
up their offerings. 

Clockhouse Gardens 
used to be part of the 
New Place Estate owned 
by the Esdaile family, 
which was built in the 
late 1700s. 

While a campaign to 
save the grand house in 
1924 failed, the 
Clockhouse, which had 
been the stable block, 
was protected, and the 
garden was preserved for 
public use. 

The central feature to 
the garden is its large 
pond, which is home to 
swans, geese and ducks. 

There is a pathway that 
takes you all the way 
around and it is protect¬ 
ed by a little fence which 
is great for families with 
small children as there is 
no danger of falling in. 

Once our bag of bread 
was empty and we had 
enjoyed a walk around 
the park, we headed 
back to our car and 
made our way to our 
second destination - 
Langtons Gardens. 

The gardens, in 
Hornchurch, are set in 
front of a Grade II listed 
18th Century house. 


It is a picturesque land¬ 
scaped garden with a 
lake, orangery, bath 
house and gazebo, all 
dating from the end of 
the 18th Century when 
the area had been a rural 
suburb of London. 

The house, built on the 
foundations of an older 
house in the early 1700s 
was bought by a wealthy 
silk merchant in 1797, 
who set about landscap¬ 
ing the grounds accord¬ 
ing to the plans of 
Humphrey Repton. 

He created the serpen¬ 
tine pond with the bath¬ 
house, planted horse 
chestnuts and created a 
shrubbery walk. 

More than 100 years 
later, the house was 
given to Hornchurch 


Urban District Council 
under the condition that 
the building must be kept 
as it was and the 
grounds remained open 
to the public. 

Since then, it has 
attracted a stream of visi¬ 
tors, from those taking a 
seat and enjoying the 
peaceful setting, to fami¬ 
lies with young children 
eager to feed the ducks. 

The garden is a beauti¬ 
ful place to go and is 
great for the kids as it 
also has a whole host of 
residents including a 
large group of friendly 
ducks who paddle their 
way across the water as 
soon as they see you pull 
out a bag of bread. 

I don’t think the boys 
will ever get too old to 


feed the ducks as they 
launched themselves into 
their task once again. 

But our fun was short 
lived as the sky darkened 
above us, and a few 
spots of rain turned into 
an almighty downpour. 

Thank goodness for the 
park’s huge trees which 
offered us shelter. 

I may have cursed the 
summer holidays a few 
weeks ago when I 
declared they had been 
the driest and warmest 
for years, but I am hop¬ 
ing my mention of rain 
will reverse it so we can 
all enjoy brighter skies. 

Come to think of it, it 
normally does brighten 
up for a while - just in 
time for the kids to go 
back to school!

Q. The RIGS was recently reported as saying 
that house prices are expected to fall, but other 
sources suggest they are holding steady or 
even rising in some areas. With so many 
differing views being aired, who do I believe? 

A. An interesting question, and one even the 
Government is concerned about! In fact, it has just 
asked the Office for National Statistics to investigate the “coherence and comparability” 
of the two official sources of house price data - the Land Registry and the Department 
for Communities and Local Government - prior to conducting a broader review of these 
statistics to see how useful they are to the public. 

Basically, the problem lies in the fact that the various bodies that issue house price data 
all use different methods to calculate their figures. So, for one reason or another they all 
need to be taken with a pinch of salt. Take your example of the RIGS (the Royal 
Institution of Chartered Surveyors). You may be surprised to learn that their reports are 
based on the opinions of little more than a handful of members, who are asked what 
they think might happen to house prices in their area over the next few months. Hardly 
a scientific survey - and certainly not the basis for the lead story on the BBC and Sky 
News! 

As for Rightmove, and the other national property websites...they of course deal in 
asking prices - and since these are almost always over-optimistic, they generally end 
up coming down! 

Then there are the building societies and other lenders. Their figures obviously don’t 
take into account the growing number of properties that are sold without the buyers 
requiring a mortgage at all - for example, when older people down-size. But in any 
case, much depends on the particular lender. So, for example, the Nationwide regularly 
comes up with figures that are markedly different from those published by the Halifax - 
for the simple reason that the former does a higher proportion of its business in London 
and the South East.

PITFALLS OF GOING PRIVATE 

I have seen a property advertised 
privately should I take it? 

As with most people the chance of saving some money with something that can 
become quite expensive is a big feature. But it is not always “cheap is best”. 

Some landlords make it bad for others by not returning deposits and letting 
themselves into properties. 

Agents work for the tenant giving help and advise all the way through from putting 
down a holding deposit to moving in. 

One of the main questions is regarding their deposit. Agents will be with either an 
insurance or custodial based scheme. It is designed to protect tenants’ deposits and 
assist with the resolution of disputes and encourage tenants and landlords to have 
clear agreement on the condition of the property from the outset (which means 
deposits are safeguarded). The tenant will get details of what scheme their deposit 
is in when they sign their contracts or soon after (usually within the first 14 days of 
signing the contracts). 

A lot of new tenants have teething problems when first moving and managing agents 
will sort out any problems that arise with some having an out of hours service which 
logs all calls and will let the agents know if any serious situation comes up. 

It is always easier to have that “Third party buffer” involvement in solving and 
answering questions that make moving a headache. Agents have seen it before and 
are like a “Painkiller” but without the side effects.

Help is always at hand and agents have the knowledge of what is required for a 
property before it becomes habitable by a tenant and will advise landlords on what 
is required by them to make the trying ordeal of moving run smooth.

Smart thinking from Toyota 


By Jonathan Crouch 


L ess than three metres long but 
packed with 
intriguing design 
features, the Toyota iQ 
is an unashamedly 
upmarket citycar that’s 
the size of the small¬ 
est urban runabout, 
has the performance 
of a supermini and the 
cabin quality of a fami¬ 
ly hatchback. 

Designed to seat 
three adults and one 
child, the interior finish

and exterior detailing are several 
notches above the citycar norm - as 
is the price. Still, for those smart 
enough to seek a tiny car that’s any¬ 
thing but tiny in its outlook, it could 
be just right. 

Many citycars are much better at 
longer distances these days but 
they’re still most at home in urban 
surroundings. As is the iQ of course. 
Yet this is also a car that’s more 
comfortable than any town tot we’ve 
driven when it comes to stretching its 
legs. At higher speeds on windy 


motorways, you don’t get blown 
around like a leaf in a gale and the 
cabin’s refined enough to enable you 
to converse in normal 
tones right up to the 
legal speed limit. Many 
superminis can’t even 
manage that. 

The ride’s generally 
pretty good, though it 
does crash a little 
through major road 
faults. At higher 
speeds though, you 
feel like you’re in a 
larger car, especially 
around corners where 
the Toyota feels flat and stable. 
Refinement depends a little upon the 
engine you choose, the 1.0-litre 
petrol unit we tried offering up the 
slightly louder but not unpleasant 
thrum typical of three cylinder power- 
plants. The four cylinder 1.33-litre 
engine is more relaxed. 

Around town, the steering’s electric 
assistance makes manoeuvring the 
car simplicity itself and the tiny 
square-cut dimensions, minimal front 
and rear overhangs and astonishingly 
tight 3.9m turning circle mean that 


it’s easy to edge into even the tiniest 
parking places. 

The asymmetric dashboard was 
designed to open up the whole cabin 
area, scooped out ahead of the front 
seat passenger so much that 
legroom is acceptable even when 
the seat is pushed right forward to 
allow for a large six foot adult to sit 
comfortably behind. It’s a different 
story in the seat behind the driver of 
course but a child would probably be 
fine there for short distances. 

Most iQ variants are sold in the 
£9,500 to £12,000 bracket, about 
the same as comparable Toyota 
Yaris supermini models and a bit 
more than you’d expect to pay for a 
city runabout - but then, as we’ve 
said, this model also offers a lot more 
than you’d expect from a car of this 
kind. If you want some perspective, 
then Toyota’s more conventional little 
Aygo sits, like most citycars, in the 
£7,000 to £9,000 bracket, while 
smart’s smaller 2-seater fortwo costs 
mainly between £8,000 to £9,000. 
Some will also be considering Fiat’s 
funky little 500: with mainstream pric¬ 
ing set between £8,000 and 
£11,000, this was the first urban 



scoot to prove that citycar buyers 
could be persuaded to pay supermi¬ 
ni prices if the right product came 
along. You could argue that BMW’s 
MINI had established this already, but 
prices for that car start not far short 
of £13,000. 

The iQ isn’t only small, it’s also very 
light, with weight kept down to just 
880kg. That’s one reason why 
Toyota has been able to achieve 
such low CQ2 figures - just 99g/km 
in this manual 1.0-litre. 

This sees the car fall into Tax Band 
A, meaning it’s exempt from road 
tax, while company car users will pay 
the lowest 10 per cent tax obligation 


and London visitors will escape the 
congestion charge. Though the iQ’s 
entry-level engine is shared with the 
company’s Aygo citycar, the iQ offers 
significantly better fuel economy, 
returning 65.7mpg on the combined 
cycle. 

As well as appealing to plusher 
citycar buyers, it’s a novel alternative 
to a conventional supermini that will 
hold its value better, be cheaper to 
run and attract envious stares with 
frankly astonishing cabin space for a 
something so tiny you could almost 
park it sideways. If you thought that 
all small cars were the same, then 
think again.
